While greater interest than 
shown in last September's pri¬ 
mary was anticipated for Tues- 
d.iy's general eletcion of two 
delegates, rain throughout the 
day, accompanied by dropping 
temperatures, obviously kept 
many persons from going to the 
polls. 

In the townships of the Quad- 
City area, which with six other 
Madison county townships make 
up the S3rd Senatorial district, 
voting was only slightly heavier 
than during the primary^ in 
Granite City. Venice and Chou¬ 
teau township, while in Name- 
oki township Tuesday's total 
vote actually was less than 
that cast in the primary. 

Light GC Vote 

In the 32 precincts of Granite 
City 6nly 1346 persons voted. 


according to unofficial election 
returns, thus casting only 138 
more ballots than the 1206 to¬ 
tal vote in the Con Con pri¬ 
mary. Tuesday's Granite City 
vote represented 6.8% of its 
total registration of 19.476, just 
slightly above the 6% vote in 
the primary. , 

The eleven precincts.of Ven¬ 
ice township polled 803 voles, or 
13% of its voter registration of 
6210, compared to 721 votes, or 
12% of the registration, cast in 
the primary balloting in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Nameoki township, however, 
polled a total vote of only 308 
ballots in its eleven precincts 
in Tuesday's election. This rep¬ 
resented S.4% of Nameokl's 
voter registration of S6S5. and 
was a drop below the 349 v«es, 
or 6%, of registration, cast in 
the primary election. 

Chouie.-iu township voters 


cast 514 ballots Tuesday in the 
lown^ip's four voting precincts 
—seven less than In Nameoki 
township—for a 14% turnout of 
the voter registration of 3727. 
This was the heaviest vote per¬ 
centagewise in any erf the Quad- 
City precincts. 

Area Vote 8% 

A total of 2971 votqs was cast 
in all SS precincts of the Quad- 
Cities. representing 8% of the 
area voter registration of 35,068. 
In the primary, 2587 votes, or 
7% of the registration, were 
cast. 

With exception of several of 
the larger precincts in Vm- 
ice township, Tuesday's voting 
showed no definite pattern of 
organized support for any pair 
of candidates seeking the two 
dclcg.ite posts. 

The Quad-City townships, in 
fact, mixed their voting to such 
an extent that when the final 
returns were in, all of the can¬ 


didates had at least a taste of 
vitcory. 

Venice township, in seven of 
its eleven precincts, gave sub¬ 
stantial pluralities to Durr and 
Ringering with a strong indica¬ 
tion that these two candidates 
had the backing of the Venice- 
Maclison Democratic organiza- 
•tion. Both Durr and Ringering 
are Democrats.- 

Total returns for all eleven 
precincts in Venice township 
gave Durr 621 votes. Ringering 
476. Mrs. Young 186 and John¬ 
sen 182. 

GC Reverse trend 

But in Granite City, reiums 
from all 32 precincts gave a 
plurality — although smalt — to 
Johnsen, with Durr in second 
place by only a small margin 
over Mrs. Young. Johnsen 
polled 684 votes in Granite City 
township. Durr received 614, 
Mrs. Young 388 and Ringering 


Chouteau township rewrsed 
the trend entirely, giving Hie 
liigliesc total vote of all four 
townships to Mrs. Young, who 
polled 248, with Johnsen seemd 
with 227 votes. Durr received 
206 and Ringering 202. 

Voters of Nameoki township 
gave top position to Durr with 
204 vAes, while Jbhnsen Vvas 
second with 147. Mrs. Young 
polled 105 and Ringering 103. 

The unusually light balloting 
in Granite City township ranged 
from a low total vote of 20 
ballots in precinct nine to a 
maximum of 81 votes in pre¬ 
cinct 17. The tabulation of re¬ 
turns showed that less than 40 
votes were cast in each of 19 
Granite City precincts. 

Venice Returns 
Heavier voting was reported 
in Venice township in several 
precincts, but did not hold true 
throughout the entire township. 
In Venice precinct 10, for ex¬ 


ample. only 11 votes were cast. 
Venice Precinct One, however, 
cost a total of 139 with one¬ 
sided majorities for Durr and 
Johnsen. Venice precinct two 
leported 110 votes cast, with 
the same results. A total of 117 
votes was cast in Venice pre¬ 
cinct nine and 103 were cast In 
precinct eight. 

Chouteau township voters 
really mixed their two-delegate 
combinations. Voters of pre¬ 
cinct one. where 121 votes were 
cast, favored Mrs. Young first 
and Johnsen second, while pre¬ 
cinct two gave pluralities to 
Durr first and Johsen second. 
In precinct three, with IjlO votes 
cast, the majority went to 
Ringering first and Durr sec¬ 
ond, while 189 voters in precinct 
four favored Mrs. Young first 
and Johnsen second. 

As the elected delegates of 
the 53rd Senatorial district, 
Durr and Johnsen will join 114 
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other Illinois delegates — two 
each from each of the state's 
senatorial districts — lo cut- 
vene the Illinois Constitutional 
Convention in Springfield on 
Dec. 8.

Edwardsville, and has 
been a lawyer for seven years. 
He is city attorney of Troy and 
Livingston and park district at¬ 
torney for the Tri-Township dis¬ 
trict.

Petitions seelcing a r«(er«n- 
dpm to decrease the Madison 
county general fund tax rate 
25% are being circulated 
throughout the county. 

The move was initiated by 
Wood River Supervisor Rodger 
J. Eible sr., assisting are As¬ 
sistant Supervison James E. 
Greene of Wood River township 
and Joseph Watsker of Alton 
township. 

"According to a iittle known 
and little used provision of the 
general'revenue law of tllinois. 
an election can be held to de¬ 
crease the county general fund 
lax rate," Eible said. 

.\ssailing "the clumsy and 
antiquated goternment of Mad- 
son county, shameful waste, 
mismanagement and inefficien¬ 
cy." Eible seeks to reduce the 
ib-cent general lax rate per 
$100 assessment to 7^ cents. 
The vote would take place In 
November 1970. 

$140 Million Reduction 

He estimated lhai an affirma¬ 
tive vote on the tax rate reduc¬ 
tion would trim the levy from 
$960 million to $720 nfillion. He 
views this as the only , way to 
force achievement of greater 
efficiency and economy. 

^‘•In the past, many worth¬ 
while suggestions hi$\-e been 
made by auditors, the new»^ 
media and other responsible in- 
diivduals but almost ail sugges¬ 
tions for efficiency, Mnvesl- 
menls. streamlining, combining 
of committees, eliminating use¬ 
less meetings and equalising 
assessments fall on deaf ears." 
Eible said. 

He cited Wood River area tax 
rate changes varying from % 
66% cut to a 33% increase in 
the last five years and com¬ 
pared it with a boost in the 
total county governmental tax 
rate from 17.5 cents to 40.2 
cents. 

He concluded. "Approval of 
the referendum in 1970 would 
be a definite indication that 
voters want waste arid Ineffi¬ 
ciency stopped. Then, if by 
January 1971 county officials 
have not taken definite correc- >

Closing of Mental Hoaltfi Center Would Be 
Tragic; Adequate Substitute Is Unlikely 

Will the "doctor" cure or kill the "pa¬ 
tient?" We raised this point in the lllinois'High- 
er Education Board probe of SlU and opposed 
the possible ouster of two administrators. It 
could be raised again regarding the Madison 
County Mental Health (708) Board's demand 
that the Quad-Cities Center board fire its ad¬ 
ministrator. 

If errors have been made, they should he 
corrected and not repealed, but the decision on 
staffing is one to be made by the local board, 
the county legal advisor to both boards has 

The ultimatum to fire the director or lose 
a $102,770 allocation — in the $6.5 million 
county budget lo be enacted Nov.- 26 by the 
County Board of- Supervisors is a heavy- 
handed. unpleasantly dictatorial approach by 
the 708 Board. 

The task of the 708 Board, showered with 
fund requests from many organizations, has not 
been an easy one. Its concern over spiraling 
taxes is shared by many. But it has made errors 
of fact and interpretation in its zeal to uncover 
\ Wasteful practices. Until this week, it was unwill¬ 
ing to meet with the local board for detailed ex¬ 
ploration of fads and opinions, negotiation and 
compromise. 

The stale has' offered its help to 708 
Board memhers many limes but has been re¬ 
jected. even though this would be a normal 
function. Offers have been made to explain the 
goals of comprehensive community mental 
'health services and even to provide detailed 
evaluation of local clinic services, but these 
have been turned aside. 

An abrupt aOjournment occurred at last 
week's 708 Board meeting when numerous re¬ 
source persons were present and there was a 
chance for issues to be aired constructively. 
Other incidents have occurred which have been 
called damaging to the clinic and demoralizing 
to the staff. 

It is important that the clinic's effectiveness 
and ability to meet developing needs be main¬ 
tained. 

The Quad-Cities center will not be cured 
but killed if its county lax funds are eliminated. 
The "solution" being studied by some 708 mem¬ 
bers and supervisors is lo create a brand new 
agency. Whether such a creation would turn 
out to be a Frankenstein is unknown, but that 
fear is held by the Illinois Department of Men¬ 


tal Health administrator For Madison county, 
who doubts that it could qualify for state match¬ 
ing funds. 

Professional staffing also could be a prob¬ 
lem: competition for qualified clinic personnel 
is keen. Establishment of a new clinic could 
open up enough jobs to attract the interest .of 
politicians, who might seek to make them pa¬ 
tronage plums, with less emphasis on obtain¬ 
ing skilled specialists. , 

Without a recognized clinic here, parents 
and the schools would encounter a mountain- 
sized problem in obtaining diagnostic and 
remedial services for children with emotional 
disabilities. A clinic like the Quad-Cities Center 
is and can be the only center for referrals for 
guidance from public and parochial schools, 
community and welfare agencies, the courts, po¬ 
lice. St. Elizabeth Hospital and the families and 
Individuals needing Kelp. 

The Quad-Cities Center has consistently 
earned complete approval from the slate. It 
has developed in the past several years to the 
point that Washington and St. Louis Universi¬ 
ties and SlU-SW use it to give internship train¬ 
ing to graduate students working for master 

It would be false economy from a number 
of standpoints lo force the Quad-Cities Mental 
Health Center to close. One example of the 
tragic consequences: Some clients, without its 
corrective assistance, would be unable to con¬ 
tinue productive lives in this community and 
would require around-the-clock care in public 
or private hospitals. 


Long Tititt for Trimpo But a Good Ono 

The new title of Wilbur Trimpe. Madison 
county superintendent of schools, is going lo be 
even harder to fit into headlines than his present 
designation. Laws signed this year list him at 
"Superintendent of Educational Service Region. 
Madison County." 

It is cumbersome, but we are pleased to see 
the title revision because it is associated with a 
later reduction in the number of county school 
superintendents in Illinois. This will not only 
simplify the governmental process and structure 
bdt reduce salary appropriations. 

it’s th« 'Bad Guys' Who Causo All 
The Problems Like Pollution—Right? 

A Favorite sport for some years has been 
to portray Illinoisans as polluters and Missouri- 
'> ans as the pure in heart. Issues become so rpu^h 
simpler when there are clearly dialingui^able 
(except on smoggy days) groups of good guys 
and bad guys, with everyohe wearing the appro¬ 
priately colored dark hat or white hat. 

The sport went on even when it was dem¬ 
onstrated that in many ways Illinois was far 
ahead of Missouri in pollution Control efforts; 
even when one air control zone proposal was 
unmasked as a device to ban industrial develop¬ 
ment in Madison county rather than to protect 
anybody's lungs: and even when, during a re¬ 
cent pollution alert warning period, it was dis¬ 
covered that white the air was a bit thick in 
St. Louis, the fumes must have been generated 
internally because the atmosphere was clear in 
adjacent areas, including Madison county. 

But this week it developed that St. Louis, 
which supposedly restricts open burning, sends 
its city trucks to dump trash and tree limbs bn 
the northern riverfront, where the instructions 
are to burn them but "only when the wind will 
blow the smoke over to Illinois." 

It's a shame.;lf people are going to have 
to start passing those white and dark hats ba^k 
and forth, it will get awfully confusing.

Surely, one day a year is not 
too much, set aside to honor¬ 
ably observe veterans, especi¬ 
ally the dead and the Injured. 

' Surely, we would not really- 
miss the few bucks we could 


have earned on that,day. Sure¬ 
ly. most stores couldlclcise. 

It is my opinion Ijiai Presi¬ 
dent Nixon should re-de^icate 
Veterans' Day and elevat^ it to 
a first-class holiday, to bej given 
the respect it deserves.

What constitutional ' revision 
.should do is permit the legis¬ 
lature, and local governments, 
to improve the tax structure in 
ways that the old constitution 
now restricts them from doing. 

A second issue is. home rule 
for municipalities and other 
local governments. 

Although the 1870 Constitu¬ 
tion devotes a whole article to 
county governments, it says lit¬ 
tle about cities and villages.
